There was a fleet of tugs hovering 


around the steamer just before she 
dropped anchor. They were the com- 
pany's tug and the tugs bearing rep- 
resentatives of the different New York 
city papers. 
The United Press tug 


led the others up the bay and war, the- 
first to arrive at the battery. 


The Gascogne will start up the bay 


early in the morning, anil the passen- 
gers will be landed before noon. 


The News in New Sork. 


NEW YOKK, Feb 13.—The news that 


La Gascogne had been sighted was re- 
ceived amid the greatest excitement at 
the offices of the French line in Bowl- 
ing 
Green. 
The cabin office was 


crowded with anxious inquirers who 
have relatives and friends on board 
that steamship. They had been stand- 
ing around with pale faces, expecting 
at any moment to hear the worst. 
When the word came that the ship 
was safe, for a moment a stillness 
reigned which was almost painful in 
its intensity. 


Agent Forget, for a moment, was 


rendered speechless, which evidenced 
how anxious he had been for the 
safety of the La Gascopne. Then he 
regained himself and became wildly 
hilarious. 
He shouted, ran here and 


there, grasping the hand of this one 
and that one, and fairly jumped up 
and down over the floor in the excite 
ment of the momet. Then he put OD 
his coat and started for the Freneh 
line pier, where a tug had been in 
readiness for days to take him to meet 
La Gascogne, should she be sighted. 


Several of the anxious ones waiting 


for news started from the office to 
board the tug with Mr. Forget. Many 
wet eyes could be seen in the office 
when the good news was ascertained, 
and the tears were not from the eyes 
of women alone. Strong men wept as 
little children. The strain of days of 
worry had been too much for them. 
One man, a Mr. Riche, broke down 
completely and sobbed as if his heart 
would break. He has three daughters 
on board La Gascogne, two of them of 
very tender years. He had abandoned 
all hope when the joyful tidings came. 


OUT OF THE DEPTHS. 


John Vevera, One of the Survivors of th« 


Elbe Disaster, Arrives at Homa. 


CLEVELAND, O., Feb. 12.—John Ve- 


yera, one of the survivors of tha 
Elbe disaster, arrived at his home in 
this city yesterday morning over the 
Nickle Plate railway. A very large 
crowd had assembled at the Broadway 
depot to meet him, and he was given a 
warm reception. Vevera fought his 
way through the 
crowd until 
he 


reached his wife, and then followed 
mingled tears and kisses. 


Among the crowd were the widows 


of the men who had made up the pai ty 
at the head of which Vevera traveled. 
Hoping against hope they thought Mr. 
Vevera could tell them that their hus- 
bands were not passengers on the 
Elbe, but he had the sad duty before 
him of assuring the weeping women 
that their husbands had been lost. 


"My superior strength was »U that 


saved me that night," he said. The 
Noith German Lloyd furnished him 
with a ticket on the Umbria and gavo 
him 815 in money. 


Mr. Vevera's lawyer, Joseph Nowak, 


has informed him that there is no rea- 
son to doubt that he can recover dam- 
ages from the steamship company, and 
a suit for damages will be begun. 


ALMOST A RIOT. 


A. Rough-and-Tnmble Fight in a Brook- 


lyn Theater. 


BROOKLYN, Feb. 12.—There was a

In the 
crush on the sidewalk Arthur Cautel- 
con was knocked down and trampled 
upon and several of his ribs fractured. 
He was sent to the city hospital. No 
arrests were made.

State University to Make Tests on 


Illinois Coal. 


Ownership of Land. 


In the new states of the west are found 


the largest percentage of tho people who 
own the farms or homes they occupy, 
and the smallest number are found in 
the south writes W. E. Curtis in the 
Chicago Record. In Illinois the average 
of ownership is nearly 2 per cent, above 
the average for the entire country—viz., 
49.66 per cent, of the population own 
and 30.34 per cent. rent. In Indiana the 
condition of the people is somewhat 
better, the percentage of ownership 
being 57.52. In Wisconsin it is still bet- 
ter, where the percentage of ownership 
is 68.85; in Michigan, 63.12; in Iowa, 
63.18, and in Minnesota, 6494. 
The 


highest percentages of ownership are 
found in Oklahoma, 86.89; North Dakota, 
78.16; South Dakota, 73.28, and Idaho, 
71.76. The lowest percentages of owner- 
ship are found in Louisiana, 29.56; 
Alabama, 34.64; Delaware, 37.98; Georgia, 
31.43; Rhode Island, 29.62, and South 
Carolina, 28.77.

It is stated that there will be a spurt 


of business in the Illinois legislature 
this week. Chairman Cochran, of the 
civil service committee of the house 
expects to have the civil service reform 
bill written up in form, as agreed on, for 
introduction on Wednesday or Thursday. 
The attitude of the members of the 
house is not definitely known, but it is 
believed by friends of the bill that they 
will have a large majority. There is a 
general impression that the bill will be 
opposed by a majority of the senate, as 
it comes from the house, but the friends 
of the measure are confident of carrying 
it in acceptable form, which will be 
signed by the governor. 


During the last week the introduction 


of bills was large in both houses. Among 
them were bills for regulating insurance 
and telephone companies and the price 
of Pullman car seats and berths. 
Two 


years ago seven bills were introduced 
the first week in the session affecting 
the telegraph companies. 
Because of 


the fact that several of the bills "regu- 
lating" things have been sent down from 
Chicago the idea prevails among the 
country members that there is a bill- 
writing factory in the city by the lake. 
Some color is given to this by the fact 
that in the typewritten copy of different 
bills the defects on a particular machine 
attract attention. 


Insurance Commissioner Durfee has 


prepared three bills covering a revision 
of the insurance laws, including life, 
fire, accident and destruction of prop- 
erty by storms or by other means. The 
committee on revision, of the statutes 
may consider these bills before they are 
finally passed upon by the committee on 
insurance in order to harmonize their 
provisions with the statutes already per- 
fected or in course of preparation. 


Since the last election it has been un- 


derstood that Secretary of State Hin- 
richsen and Chairman Tanner, of the 
state central committee, would prepare a 
revision of the election law. This has 
been submitted, and tho bills in accord- 
ance with .the ideas they have jointly will 
be introduced by the house committee on 
statutory revision. Bills covering the 
revision of laws in relation to courts of 
record, husband and wife, estates of de- 
ceased persons, practice in courts of lec- 
ord, 
corporations, roaas and 
bridges 


have been introduced in both branches 
of the general assembly. 


The revision committee has shown in 


its report that a number of changes of 
the laws desirable cannot be effected 
under the present constitution. Two 
propositions have already been made foi 
a constitutional convention. If either 
of them is adopted the work of the revi 
sion committee will be beneficial to the 
extent that it has gone over a large por- 
tion of the ground. 


CHAMPAIGN, 111., Feb. lO.-There fa 


now in contemplation at the University 
of Illinois a plan for a series of experi- 
ments that wUl be of great interest, and, 
if successful, of still greater value^and 
importance to tho people of this state. 
They look to the complete, or approxi- 
mately complete, combustion of fuel iu 
practical work in tho manufactures and 
in transportation. It happens that the 
inception of these experiments cornea 
just at a time when the results are seen 
to be of extraordinary importance. 
It 


is known that the great coal interests of 
Pennsylvania, Ohio and West Virginia 
are combining for the purpose of ex- 
tending the sale and market of their 
products in the west, and that the great 
railway lines through those states, anx- 
ious for the enlargement of their own 
business, are making.friendly arrange- 
ments with the coal producers, which 
must naturally work to the disadvan- 
tage of the great coal interests of Illi- 
nois. 
Already these influences are seriously 


felt in the mining regions of this state. 
The coal product of Illinois amounts in 
round numbers to about 20,000.000 tons 
a year and gives employment to some- 
thing like 30,000 people. It ie, therefore, 
only second in importance to the rail- 
road interest of tho state. Now, it M 
admitted that Illinois coal has a much 
larger percfntage of volatile carbon than 
the couls of tho other states named. 
That is, the proportion which is liable 
to escape in gases during combustion is 
greater, and that the economies in the 
use of Illinois coal for fuel are harder to 
control under the present construction 
of furnaces, flues, grates and other ap- 
pliances for using it. 
It has appeared, therefore, to the uni- 


versity authorities that a public institu- 
tion, largely devoted to the sciences and 
industries, ought to be able to work out 
a series of experiments which would re- 
sult in methods for securing complete 
combustion, so as to utilize the entire 
value of the product and thus relievo 
the great coal interest of this btate from 
the injurious effects of a competition 
arising chiefly from the immense wastago 
of volatile but valuable fuel elements.

of Chicago, To-Day. 


CAN 4 TRIAL FOR FELONY PROCEED 


When One of the Jurors Has Become 


Incapacitated, from Any Cause, to 


Sit in the Case—The ^Age 


Limit in Jurors. 


CHICAGO, Feb. 12 —Judge Grosseup 


will to-day decide for the first time in 
the federal courts the knotty question 
of whether a trial for a felony can pro- 
ceed, should one of the jurors be in 
some manner incapacitated from serv- 
ing after the taking of evidence has 
begun. It was announced at the open- 
ing of the Debs case yesterday morn- 
ing that Juror J. C. Coe was still so ill 
that it would be impossible for him to 
sit in the case in less than two weeks, 
if at all, Both sides were willing1 to 
go on with eleven jurors, but Judge 
Grosseup thought such a proceeding 
would invalidate the trial. 


Yesterday afternoon Attorney Greg- 


ory, representing the defense, sub- 
mitted several authorities to the court 
to show that the trial could proceed 
legally by using1 the eleven jurors re- 
maining1 and selecting a twelfth. 
The 


new juror will have, the evidence read 
to him or presented by witnesses if the 
prosecution insists upon it. The for- 
mal method of procedure will be to 
dismiss the jury and then impanel the 
eleven old jurors, so that the jury 
will be in law, if not in fact, an en- 
tirely new one. 


Juror Coe is 69 years old, and when 


he was accepted the judge told him he 
could be excused if he wished, as he 
had passed the age limit 


Mr. Coe declined to take advantage 


of his privilege. His sickness is now 
being used as an argument that jurors 
above the age limit should be excused 
whether they wish to be or not. 


The jury was sworn January 28 and 


the prosecution has finished its case. 


THE ASHFORD 
BROTHERS. 


Something About Two of the Participant* 


In the Late Hawaiian Revolt. 


DETROIT, Mich., Feb. 12.—Tne Wind- 


sor (Ont) Record tells the story of the 
early career of the two Ashford broth- 
irs, now of Honolulu fame. In the 
spring of 1877 C. W. and V. V. Ashford 
disappeared, with their father, from 
their home near Chatham, Out., under 
peculiar circumstances. Why they left 
is suddenly as they did has always 
been something of a mystery, but 
ihe numerous creditors they left be- 
hind could find out nothing1 of their 
whereabouts until information came 
that the sons had made application 
from Detroit for insurance money on 
their father's life, numerous policies 
for which had been issued by Canadian 
.ife 
insurance companies. The sons 


;laimcd that the old man had fallen 
nto the river and been drowned, but 
as the body was never recovered the 
nsurance was not paid. A year or 
;wo after the boys were heard of as 
residents of Honolulu. Friends who 
had received letters from them showed 
with pride a neat business card bear- 
ing the legend: 


V. V. and C. W. Ashford, barris- 


ters, solicitors, etc., 200 Blank street, 
Elonolulu." 


As the young men had no knowl- 


edge of law when they left Ontario, it 
ivas a matter of considerable surprise 
;o those who knew them that the Ash- 
fords rose so rapidly to positions of 
public life. 


C. W. Ashford soon became attorney 


general of Hawaii, and Volney Ash- 


1, the elder, who had a penchanl 


"or war, rose to be commander of the 
Queen's, royals. He was a special fa- 
vorite with the late km<r, and his con- 
stant companion in all hi.s pleasure ex- 
cursions, lie accompanied the dusky 
monarch on his visit to Washington in 
.890, a tour which the king never fin- 
shed, as he died at San Franciaco on 
;he return trip. 


The public career of the younger, 


Clarence Abhford, seems to have been 
more meteor-like, for his name has 
never, until now been openly con- 
nected with the perennial troubles ol 
the little kingdom for the last two or 
more years. 


Volney Ashford is a graduate of To- 


ronto university, and a man of undoubt- 
:d talent and fine physique. He fought 
n the American rebellion,espousing the 
cause of the north, and gamed the 
rank of colonel. 
He also held a cap- 


amcy in the Canadian military, and 
was considered one of the mos,t expert 
wordsinen in the dominion.

When ho died 
by the hand of ao assassin, millions of 
his fellow-countrymen who were \ictims 
of a prejudice that had assumed a spirit 
of viciousnesa, rejoiced at his death, and 
many of them openly demonstrated their 
satisfaction over that tragic event. He 
had been posted ,i& a tyrant and as a 
usurper,,had been charged by ccitam 
newspapers with dishonesty and of bell- 
ing himself to capitalists, and of making 
war upon a defenseless and moffensh e 
people, and 
yet, in 
spite 
of 
all 


these historic and 
well-rcinombered 


facts, nearly all tho people of this 
Republic, regardless of their political 
affiliation to-day concede that Abraham 
Lincoln was one of tho greatest, if not 
the very first patriot and statesman 
ever produced by the United States of 
America. They vie with each other in 
doing honor to his name.

thought he ought to do, and as early as 
18G2 they went with the Democrats on 
a mission* of reform and threw the leg- 
islatures of many of the northern states 
into the hands of the political enemies 
of Lincoln's party.

thought he ought to compromise the 
war; some thought he ought to free the 
slaves, while others had doubts as to liis 
loyalty to the Union. Evory one of 
them belonged to that class of people 
who do not have the faculty of adapting 
themselves to the conditions of our form 
of government—people who 
do not 


realize that government is for and by 
the maeees and not for and by tho 
classes; that it cannot move faster thau 
tho masses, and that no man or class of 
men can have ufTaiis administered to 
exactly suit them. 


No man wielded a more bitter pen bo- 


fore the war against tho soulbein oli- 
garchy than did Horace Greek'}, and 
yet be proved a constant, annojance to 
Abraham Lincoln with his schemes for 
compromise. On the other hand there 
was a claps of abilitionistB who weie al- 
ways clamoiing for a more rigorous war 
policy and a more positive emancipation 
policy, and on tho pica, "le it not right?" 
preyed upon the feelings of a class until 
in May, 1SG4, a small element in the Re- 
publican i«iity, in the hope of blocking 
tho way to the icnoraination of Lincoln 
by threatening a bolt unless the party 
accepted their choice, nominated John 
C. Fremont for president and John C. 
CoehraD, of New York, for vice-presi 
dent. But the mapscs of the Republi- 
cans were cot to be diverted by threats 
of this kind, and they renooinated 
Abraham Lincoln by acclamation in 
Juno and the Fremont ticket went to 
pieces and was withdrawn in October. 


Mr. Lincoln's great strength lay within 


this field. He was distinctly a man of 
the people, and the clamor of spasmodic 
and unstable specialists were powerless 
to control him. He relied upon the good 
sense of the masses. He illustrated his 
faith in the people in his saying, that 
"a political party may fool part of the 
people all the time, and all the people 
part of the time, but no political parti 
can fool all t e people all the tune." 
He never attempted to drive the people, 
but led t em Ion; higher and higher. 
He never d d anything until the penplc 
were brought into the proper attitude t > 
accept and support it. He fully realized 
the futility of going faster than the peo 
pie in a government of the people and 
by the people. He understood the art 
of statesmanship, which is so much 
superior to the impracticable science of 
statesmanship. Coupled with his sub- 
lime patriotism and sound judgment as 
to the beet policies in a great emergency, 
this made him great. This character- 
istic in Lincoln is what has withstood 
the storm of abuse and unjust criticism. 
and%is made him a model statesman 
and endtared him to the people.

SENATE. 


WASHINGTON, Feb. 12.—The senal-

Senator Allen (pop., 


Neb.), after he had expressed some

August, asserting 
that,

account of gross frauds therein perpe- 
trated, that state was deprived of a 
republican form of government. The 
two Alabama senators occupied seats 
in his immediate neighborhood while 
he read affidavit on affidavit in sup- 
pert of the charge which he made, but 
they seemed not to be at all worried 
over the showing which he presented. 


The post office appropriation bill 


went over without a vote on the South- 
ern fast mail service item. 


Earlier in the day, a concurrent res- 


olution was introduced by Mr. Hill 
(dem., N. Y.) and went over till to-day 
in reference to the question of the 
coin in which bonds, now outstanding 
or to be issued, are to be paid. It de- 
clares it to be the true policy of the 
government to direct its efforts to the 
establishment of a safe system of bi- 
metallism wherein gold and silver may 
be maintained at parity, but if that 
cannot be done, then tbe bonds shall 
be paid in standard gold dollars. 


This resolution was followed by one 


offered by Mr. Stewart, (pop., Nev.) de- 
claring that there is no authority or 
law to buy gold coin in preference to 
silver coin for any purpose whatever. 


In the regular course of procedure 


one or both of these resolutions will 
come before the senate in the morning 
hour to-day. 


At 5:45 the senate adjourned. 


HOUSE. 


A session of the house lasting six 


and a half hours was given over al- 
most entirely to the consideration of 
the legislative, executive and judicial 
appropriation bill for the year ending 
June 30, 18!iO, It was completed be- 
fore the house adjourned, with the ex- 
ception of the paragraphs providing 
money for the pension office force, and 
upon that one and one-quarter hours' 
debate at a subsequent session was ar- 
ranged for.

Collector Wilcox copies of income tax 
blanks, calling for statement of amount 
of incomes in excess of $3,500. 
Ever} 


person, guardian, executor, etc., having 
an income of 83,300 or more, and every 
incorporated company must at his or its 
own peril procure a blank and send it 
properly filled out to the collector's 
office in Springfield on or before the first 
Monday in March or be liable to a pen- 
alty of 50 per cent. No one can wait for 
some one to come around and get his 
blank. A collector has no discretion in 
the matter and cannot waive or remit 
any penalty, and oace incurred he is 
obliged to collect it. 


The blanks require answers to a num- 


ber of questions that might bo taken as 
decidedly personal. They want answers 
from corporations as to how the books 
have been kept, what the net profits 
have been, and other details. 
On the 


blanks, which are as big as an ordinary 
newspaper page, are extracts from 
United States laws, remarks about 
penalties and forms for two affidavits. 
Altogether it looks as if Uncle Samuel 
was not only going to make the 84,000 
people pay the tax, but collect it them- 
selves, without tiouble to him.

Decline of the League. 


Is cycling outgrowing the League of 


American Wheelmen? is a question that 
promises to become serious to the wel- 
fare of that organization. In the face 
of an enormous increase in the number 
of persons who ride bicycles in this 
country the number of league members 
is steadily decreasing. As an illustra- 
tion: on Jan. 1,1893, the league had 83,- 
682 membees; on Jan. 1, 1894, 36,567 
members, and on Jan. 1,25,883 members.
